The most important single report is the SCHELLENBERG report, which 
comes close to exhausting the essential information on Amt VI as seen 
from its headquarters, SCH =LLENBERG'S outline of Amt VI organization 
causes no particular change in our views of the subject, In fact, our 
previous knowledge of Amt VI's organization is rather greater than 
what SCHELLENBERG can now remember, To our information on the Mil Amt
